The  Curiosity  of  Voting. 

Tb«  Aberdnn  system  of  electing  a 
lord  rector  is  a  curi(«ilyof  voting.  It  is 
a  relic  of  the  medueval  system  of  Paris, 
long  since  abandoned  by  the  Parisians 
anil  greatly  modified  by  the  other 
Scotch  universities.  For  the  purpo*esof 
voting  all  the  undergraduate*  are  di¬ 
vided  info  four  nations,  this,  of  course, 
being  ik  meaningless  remnant  of  the 
mediioval  system  by  which  the  students 
of  different  nationalities  elected  a* 
chairman  u  rector  to  defend  their  rights 
against  civic  interference.  There  are 
four  uutioiia  at  Aberdeen.  Mar,  Barbaa 
and  Moray  represent  students  born  north 
of  the  Grampian*.  Angus  stands  forth®, 
rest  of  the  world!  On  the  voting  day 
each  nation  is  locked  qp  in  a  room  by 
itself.  But  the  student*  at  Aberdeen  do 
not  give  a  direct  vote  for  the  ree coral 
candidate*.  They  vote  fora  student  who 
represents  them,  called  the  procurator. 
After  the  recording  of  the  votes,  which 
are  given  orally,  the  proenrutors  meet 
iu  another  room,  and  the  successful 
cuudidato  is  ho  who  has  a  majority 
of  natious.  If  the  nations  are  equally 
divided,  tho  winner  is  he  Who  has  tho 
numerical  majority  of  vote*. — London 
News. 

A  ftlrd  of  the  Far  North. 

During  Dr.  Nansen'  long  voyage  into 
the  Arctic  sea  in  search  of  the  north  pule 
he  came  upon  a  group  of  four  islands  iu 
the  neighborhood  of  Franz  Josef  Land, 
near  which  he  saw  large  numbers  of  a 
very  rare  ami  beautiful  bird  known  as 
Ross'  gull.  It  is  described  a*  “the  most 
beautiful  of  all  the  animal  forms  of  the 
frozen  regions."  and  as  the  "most 
markedly  polar  of  dll  bird  forma  "  It  Is 
distinguished  from  other  specie*  of  gull 
by  "its  beautiful  rose  colored  breast,  its 
wedge  shaped  tail  and  its  airy  flight.’* 
Speaking  of  the  discovery  of  these 
birds.  Dr.  Nansen  says,  "Hitherto  it 
has  only  bevn  seen  by  chance  on  the  ut¬ 
most  confines  of  the  unknown  polar 
sea,  and  no  one  knew  whence  it  came 
or  whither  it  went,  bat  here  we  had 
nncxpectodly  come  upon  its  native 
i.auut,  and  although  it  was  too  lftto  in 
the  year  to  find  its  nest  there  could  be 
uo  doubt  about  its  breeding  in  thi*  re¬ 
gion.  " — Yonrb's  Companion.

One  of  the  largest  glacial  bowlders 
lying  above  ground  in  the  state  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  is  on  tho  farm  of  Enos  Stump, 
near  Quakertowu,  in  Bucks  oounty.

curious  (iriiiii.  He  also  executes  a  sort 
of  dunce  and  goes  through  a  little  puii- 
toiin-te.  It  is  a  marvelous  feat  of 
equilibrium.  flowuJk  on  a  pair  of  stilts 
ns  high  ,1*  this  would  be  a  performance 
worthy  of  inhibition  on  our  variety 
stAiic.  But  t<<  hop  around  on  one  is  quite 
another  thing. 

The  same  man  ran  do  many  other 
wduderful  things.  He  appears  absolute¬ 
ly  J.c  rft  ( t  iu  ihii  art  of  balancing.

1  When  balancing  these  two 
sticks,  end  «u  end,  be  will  make  one 
revolve  iu  one  direction  and  tho  other 
in  the  ot)i-  f.  He  puts  one  band  on  1 
flat,  circulti*  stone,  throws  his  feet  up 
into  the  ail1  and  balances  a  stick  on 
each  of  ihci^.  At  the  same  time  he  re¬ 
volves  rapidly  on  the  pivot  formed  by 
his  arm  und  the  stone.
